HYDRANT IS FROZEN 


Inadequate water pressure. Fire Mar- 
shal James Cape and the entire de- 
partment fought the most disastrous 
conflagration of the winter from C:33 
o'clock last evening, until 10 o'clock 
this morning, which throatened 
to 


wipe out the city hall and other build- 
Ings on the east side of Main street, 
between Third and Fourth streets.

erator, with the utilization of the re- 
sulting hent.
